Director Harold J. Strode will 
testify in his own d e f e n s e 
T h u r s d a y a g a i n s t t h e 
government's contentions he 
conspired with Dr. Bradley P. 
Necr to defraud the State 
Welfare Department of $68,500 
for 
unperformed 
consulting 


services. 


Defense Atty. Lynn Carey Jr. 


said Strode may be the only 
defense witness called Thurs- 
day in the expected windup of 
the U.S. District Court jury 
trial. 


Strode has been pictured as a 


"little farm boy" who was 
duped by Dr. Neer, a former 
U.S. 
Health, Education and 


Welfare (HEW) official, but the 
thrust of the government's case 
has been that Strode was an 
equal partner with Dr. Neer in 
the fraud scheme. 


The government's case was 


rested Wednesday 
afternoon 


after 31 witnesses had been 
called by Assistant U.S. Atty. 
William 
Schaphorst 
in 
the 


three-day old trial. 


FBI Agent Testifies 


The last government witness, 


FBI Agent Harmon J. Ogren 
testified that $39,325 in checks 
payable to Strode were traced 
from Dr. Neer's bank account 
in Washington, D.C. 


Ogren said s t a t e warrants 


totalling $88,500, except for 
cash withdrawal of $760, were 
deposited to the 
"Medical 


Management" account in the 
First National Bank of Lincoln, 
and then transferred by check 
later into Dr. Neer's personal 
account. 


Mrs. Verna Strode told the 


jury of eight women and four 
men, 
that her husband had 


"disappeared once before" in 
their married life because of 
financial pressures 
prior to 


joining the welfare department 
in 1966. 


Following his resignation in 


April, 1970, Mrs. Strode said 
her husband 'had telephoned 
her twice from Washington 
before dropping out of s i g h t 
until his arrest last June by 
FBI 
agents 
in 
Colorado 


Springs. 


No Knowledge Of Account 


U n d e r cross-examination, 


Mrs. Strode testified she had no 
knowledge that her husband 
had a separate bank account or 
what become of the $39,325 
which he allegedly received 
from Dr. Neer. 


She believed, according to 


her testimony, that the family, 
which includes five children, 
were living on Strode's §16,500- 
a-year salary and "a small 
personal inheritance."

News Release Traced 


Testimony

Thomas Joe, special assistant 


to Veneman, said Dr. Neer and 
Strode came to his office in 
Washington and asked to have 
the press release issued. 


Joe, who is totally-blind, said 


he ascertained 
the 
subject 


matter was not something that 
warranted announcement from 
the Secretary's 
office, 
and 


referred it to lower echelon 
channels. 


Ultimately the draft of the 


release 
reached Philip 
A. 


Holman Jr.. a public informa- 
tion specialist. 


Referred To Pair 


Holman 
testified 
that in 


checking out details of t h e 
news release, he was referred 
eventually to Dr. Neer and 
Strode, who had requested it 
initially. 


Strode, he said, was given 


the original copy of the release 
to carry back to Nebraska for 
distribution to l o c a l news 
media. 


Undersecretary 
Veneman 


said he was not personnally 
acquainted with Dr. Neer and 
denied 
Nebraska had 
ever 


been selected for a project re- 
ferred to in the news release or 
that Dr. Neer had ever been 
authorized to represent Vene- 
man. 


Earlier witnesses had in- 


dicated Dr. Neer represented 
himself as a messenger from 
HEW in notifying Nebraska 
that it had been awarded a 
federal grant for the purported 
project. 


HEW witnesses said Wednes- 


day no grant was ever award- 
ed. 


Dismissed For A Time 


The jury was dismissed for 


a time Wednesday morning 
while Judge Warren Urbom 
heard testimony and 
argu- 


ments related to admissibility 
of a conversation which FBI 
Agent Ogren had with Strode 
in the city-county jail following 
his arrest and return to Lin- 
coln. 


Ogren testified outside the 


jury's presence that Strode 
tcld him that he and Dr. Neer 
"mutually" conceived the con- 
sulting services scheme and 
"agreed to divide the money 
equally." 


Judge Urbom ruled the con- 


versation was not admissible, 
finding that while Strode was 
advised of his constitutional 
rights and refused to put any- 
thing in writing, he was not 
fully advised that anything he 
might say could be used in 
court. 


In anticipation the Strode 


trial will go to the jury Thurs- 
day for a verdict and because 
of judicial safeguards, Judge 
Urbom directed the jurors be 
sequestered 
during the re- 


mainder of the trial.

Jury Finds McClelland 
Guilty In Prison Incident

A Lancaster District Court 


jury, after less than two hours' 
deliberation Wednesday, found 
Penitentiary inmate Charles 
McClelland guilty of detaining 
another for t h e purpose of 
compelling an act in connection 
with an incident at the institu- 
tion a year ago in which two 
guards were held hostage f o r 
more than 20 'hours. 


Sentencing was deferred by 


Lancaster 
District 
J u d g e 


William Hastings pending a 
motion for a new trial. 


McClelland, who took the 


stand Wednesday in his own 
defense, testified that the entire 
incident was ,a "hoax" to ex- 
pose the warden to the public 
with the hope of getting a new 
warden. 


He said that one of the 


guards, Lt. Vance Schrader, 
who was held hostage, knew 
about the piani and was a 
"willing party" in the plan l>ut 
not part of a conspiracy. 


Election Time 


McClelland, who is serving 


three life sentences for murder, 
testified that when Lt. Schrader 
escorted him back from the 
Parole Board hearing on Sept. 
1,1970, they discussed the fact 
that it was almost election time 
for governor and it would ibe a 
good time to "embarrass the 
warden." 


He said he assured the guard 


that no one would get hurt and 
told him when he laid a knife 
against Lt. Schrader's throat 
that it was "just as part of the 
hoax and not to worry." 


"To be impressive I laid 


down a ifew t h r e a t s , 1 ' 
McCleHand testified, adding, "I 
made it look as good as I 
could." 


Lt. Schrader, called by the 


state for rebuttal, told the jury 
that he had no conversation 
with McClelland between the 
maximum security unit where 
McClelland was being housed 
and the office where the Parole 
Board hearing was held, and 
that 
he had 
no 
advance 


knowledge of the 
inmates' 


plan. 


He also denied that McClel- 


land stopped to visit with an- 
other inmate, Reggie Ondrak, 
who recently died at the in- 
stitution, and obtained 
from 


him a package of cigarettes. 


McClelland had testified that 


he had stopped to talk to Mr. 
Ondrak on the way back from 
the hearing and at the same 
time Mr. Ondrak gave him the 
cigarettes he also slipped him 
the knife which was intro- 
duced in testimony as the 
knife McClelland and other in- 
mates held on the guards dur- 
ing the insurrection. 


Against Policy 


Lt. Schrader said that it is 


definitely 
against 
institution 


policy for an inmate to stop 
to talk to another inmate when 
being escorted between build- 
ings and that McClelland was 
shaken down to the skin when 
he was returned to the max- 
'imum security unit and he had 
no knife in his possession at 
that time. 


Another inmate, Curtis Row- 


land, testified that Schrader 
told him that he and Mc- 
Clelland were going to attempt 
"to get rid of the warden by 
exposing him to the 
news 


media." 


He said that it was a hoax 


and that Lt. Schrader knew at 
the time he was "not being 
held hostage." 


5 Jurors 
Viet Vets 
. . . Captain To Resign 


Ft. McPherson, Ga. UP) — Capt. Ernest 


Medina, the career officer who commanded 
U.S. troops at My Lai in 1968, was acquitted 
Wednesday of all charges arising from the 
operation. 


The jury of five officers, all Vietnam 


veterans, deliberated for about an hour before 
acquitting the captain of murder, involuntary 
manslaughter and assault. 


The verdict was read by the jury president, 


Col. William D. Proctor of Atlanta, as Medina 
stood at stiff attention before the jury with 
his lawyers. Proctor pronounced the verdict. 


Medina, 35, a slight s m i l e on his face, 


snapped a smart salute to the jury, made 
an about-face, and resumed his seat at the 
defense table. 


Army officials at the Pentagon indicated 


disciplinary action still could be taken against 
Medina in the form of administrative punish- 
ment such as official censure or demotion in 
rank. But one officer said this is unlikely since 
Medina intends to resign. 


Several Loud Gasps 


At the reading of the verdict, there were 


several loud gasps among the spectators. 
Medina's attractive blonde wife, dressed in a 
bright orange dress, burst into tears and rested 
her head on the shoulder of a man sitting 
beside her. 


Col. Kenneth Howard, the military judge, 


in an attempt to restore quiet to the courtroom, 
looked toward the spectators and said, "There 
will be no outbursts in this courtroom." 


Medina sat without expression as Howard 


dismissed the jury and the spectators filed 
out of the cramped, paneled courtroom. 


When the courtroom was empty, Medina 


walked into an adjoining room, drank a glass 
a water, and with his wife beside him then 
moved outside into the bright sunshine to face 
newsmen. 


The captain said, "I am extremely happy — I 


just don't know what other words can express 
my feelings at this point." 


The trim Mexican-American officer's voice 


shook as he talked to the newsmen. He was 
asked whether he thought at any time he would 
be convicted. 


He Takes A Deep Breath 
Taking a deep breath, and then exhaling, 


Medina said: 


"No, I never had the actual feeling that 


I would be convicted. I never felt that. Men, 
three years is a long time — I'm glad it 
is over." 


Medina was accused of premeditatedly 


murdering a woman by shooting her as she 
lay wounded in a rice paddy outside My Lai. 
He also was accused of involuntary manslaughter 
in the death of 100 civilians during the opera- 
tion, and was charged with assaulting a Viet 
Cong suspect by twice firing a rifle over his 
head. 


Medina's lawyer, F. Lee Bailey, asked if 


he ever expected conviction said: 


"I had some concern about the assault 


charge, because they seemed to be hammering 
away at that one. But as to the other charges, 
no deep concern." 


"There wasn't much evidence against Capt. 


Medina," Bailey said. "In the Calley case, 
you couldn't escape the evidence—that he had 
murdered children and, in my opinion, that's 
why they got him." 


" I've never got an acquittal for a nicer 


guy," grinned Bailey. 


Medina was the fourth soldier acquitted 


of charges arising from the My Lai operation 
and was one of six court-martialed. Acquitted 
earlier were Sgt. Charles Hutto, Sgt. David 
Mitchell and Capt. Eugene Kotouc of Humboldt, 
Neb. 


Only one soldier, Lt. William L. Calley 


Jr., who served under Medina as a platoon 
leader at My Lai, has been convicted of wrong- 
doing in the operation. Calley was convicted 
earlier this year of murdering at least 22 
civilians and a reviewing authority recently 
cut his life sentence to 20 years imprison- 
ment. 
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'Free Tuition' Rolls 
Increase In Lincoln

With both moral and legal 


obligations in mind, the Lincoln 
Public Schools are trying to 
meet head-on the problems 
associated with an increasing 
number of students 
seeking 


"free tuition" privileges. 


Such privileges are generally 


awarded s t u d e n t s who, 
although they do not live with 
their parents, are residing with 
school district residents who 
have assumed a normal parent 
r e l a t i o n s h i p with the 
youngsters. 


Also eligible are youths who 


have become "emancipated" 
from their parents — "Kids who 
have left home, are financially 
i n d e p e n d e n t and have 
established the Lincoln School 
District as then- home. 


Total Has Doubled 


In three years, the number of 


students granted free school 
privileges 
has 
more 
than 


doubled, from 38 in 1968-69 to 73 
the following year to 86 last 
year. 


So far this year, the schools 


have received 58 applications, 
compared with 41 last year at 
this time. Forty-eight 
have 


been approved and seven are 
pending. 


Few applicants are denied 


the privilege: there was one 
denial three years ago, four the 
following year, eight last year 
and three so far this year. 


Two factors 


School officials believe there 


are two factors involved in the 
increase in applications: 


—Greater mobility in society 


makes it easier for youths to 
leave 
t r o u b l e d 
homes 


elsewhere and "go it alone" or 
move in with relatives. 


—Concern for such students 


has led to more diligent efforts 
to 
identify 
t h e m , 
and 


youngsters who may have lived 
with relatives here for many 
years are now being required 
to complete applications. 


Lincoln school policy has held 


that the question of free school 
privileges is a "legal question 
related to residence — not the 


desirability of the student's ] 
background or character." 


Applications Reviewed 
i 


Applications for free school 


privileges are based on that 
philosophy, and with that in 
mind they are reviewed by a 
committee including the school 
board's attorney, the superin- 
tendent, and the business af- 
fairs officer. 


The school board itself must 


act on each request, and it 
usually accepts the committee 
recommendation. 


Applicants who are turned 


down generally drop out of 
school or move elsewhere, 
since tuition rates are high. 
The rates range from §840 for 
elementary students to §1,050 
for high school to as much as 
$4,000 
a year for special 


education programs. 


"We are caught between a 


moral obligation as well as a 
legal one," said Eldon Heskett, 
director of student services for 
the schools. 


'Fresh Start 


"In many cases the student 


comes to us because of dif- 
ficulty at home," Heskett said, 
and he's looking for a "fresh 
start" or "escaping a bad 
situation." 


Heskett believes if the stu- 


dent comes to Lincoln to live 
with an adult relative or friend, 
the 
schools' 
concerns 
are 


lessened. 


But occasionally, he said, a 


youth will show up saying he is 
living alone or has moved in 
with a 
young relative or 


friends. 


The problem then, Heskett 


said, is "accountability." 


•'Who do we work with if he 


has difficulty with school or 
the community?" 


Not A Haven 


And he said although the 


schools want to avoid building 
a reputation as a "haven" for 
runaways, school officials have 
generally concluded that "once 
they move in, they're our kids.'' 


Those youngsters who are 


"emancipated" are the ones 
most likely to have problems, 
Heskett believes.

Department said. 


Average wages of some 45 


million rank-and-file workers 
rose 2 cents an hour to $3.44 an 
hour and $1.43 a week to $129 a 
week in August, and purchas- 
ing power edged up within 0.5% 
of the record high of 1968, the 
report said. 


"We think that the wage- 


price freeze is having an effect 
and is having a positive ef- 
fect," said White House press 
secretary Ronald L. Ziegler. He 
added it is too early to judge 
the total impact. 


No Way To Tell 


Labor 
Secretary 
J. 
D. 


Hodgson and Geoffrey Moore, 
commissioned the Bureau of 


Labor Statistics that compiles 
the reports, said they had no 
way of telling from the figures 
whether there was any price or 
wage cheating after the freeze 
was imposed Aug. 15. 


But 
Hodgson

Internal Revenue Service is 
monitoring prices for possible 
violations. 


The August price 
hikes 


pushed the Consumer Price 
Index up to 122.2, meaning that 
it cost $12.22 last month for 
every $10 worth of typical 
family purchases in the 1967 
base period. 


The sharpest rise was a 3.7% 


hike in gasoline prices, largest 
in more than a year. 


Hodgson said Nixon's Cost of 


Living Council has no plans to 
order a gasoline price rollback 
as demanded by Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis. 


Neither, said Hodgson, are 


there any plans to roll back 
large wage hikes negotiated 
just before the freeze was im- 
posed, such as the APL-CIO 
Communications W o r k e r s ' 
contract covering some 500,000 
telephone workers^ 


He said there was no indica- 


tion any company or industry 
had any advance notice that 
the freeze was coming. 


The report said fruits and 


vegetables dropped 1.9% in 
A u g u s t . F r e s h f r u i t s , 
vegetables and eggs are not 
covered by the freeze. 


"Beef prices increased less 


and pork prices more than they 
usually do," the report said. 
"Egg prices rose less than 
usual." 


Mortgage interest rates, and 


property taxes, which are not 
frozen, both rose in August. 


Asked if there is any plan to 


include interest rates in the 
post-freeze program, Hodgson 
said this is under consideration 
along with many other ques- 
tions.

Jury Finds McClelland

d eliberatio n Wed nesd ay , fo u nd 
Penitentiary 
inmate Charles 
McClelland gu ilty o f d etaining 
ano ther fo r the p u rp o se o f 
co mp elling an act in co nnectio n 
with an incid ent at the institu ­ 
tio n a y ear ago in which two 
gu ard s were held ho stage f o r 
mo re than 20 ho u rs. 
Sentencing was d eferred by 
Lancaster 
District 
J u d g e 
Wiilliam Hastings p end ing a 
mo tio n fo r a new trial. 
McClelland, who to o k the 
stand Wednesday in his o wn 
defense, testified that the entire 
incid^t was ,a “ ho ax ” to ex ­ 
po se the warden to the public 
with the ho pe o f getting a new 
warden. 
He said that o ne o f the 
gu ard s, Lt. Vance Schrad er, 
who was held ho stage, knew 
abo u t the p lan and was a 
“willing p arty ” in the p lan bu t 
no t p art o f a co nsp iracy . 
Electio n Time 
McClelland , who is seiv ing 
three life sentences fo r mu rd er, 
testified that when Lt. Schrad er 
esco rted him back fro m the 
Paro le Bo ard hearing o n Sep t. 
1,197 0, they d iscu ssed the fact 
that it was almo st electio n time 
fo r go v erno r and it wo u ld be a 
go o d time to “embarrass the 
ward en.” 
He said he assured the guard 
that no o ne wo uld get hurt and 
to ld him when he laid a knife 
against Lt. Schrader’s thro at 
that it was “ just as part o f the 
ho ax and no t to wo rry .” 
“To be imp ressiv e I laid 
d o wn a few t h r e a t s , ’ ’ 
McCled land testified , ad d ing, “I 
mad e it lo o k as go o d as I 
co u ld .” 


Lt. Schrad er, called by the 
state fo r rebu ttal, to ld the ju ry 
that he had no co nv ersatio n 
with McClelland between the 
max imu m secu rity u nit where 
McClelland was being ho u sed 
and the o ffice where the Paro le 
Bo ard hearing was held , and 
that 
he 
had 
no 
ad v ance 
kno wled ge 
o f 
the 
inmates’ 
p lan. 
He also denied that McClel­ 
land sto pped to v isit with an­ 
o ther inmate, Reggie Ondrak, 
who recently died at the in­ 
stitutio n, and o btained fro m 
him a package o f cigarettes. 
McClelland had testified that 
he had sto p p ed to talk to Mr. 
Ond rak o n the way back fro m 
the hearing and at the same 
time Mr. Ond rak gav e him the 
cigarettes he also slip p ed him 
the knife which was intro ­ 
d u ced in testimo ny as the 
knife McClelland and o ther in­ 
mates held o n the gu ard s d u r­ 
ing the insu rrectio n. 


Against Po licy 
Lt. Schrad er said that it is 
d efinitely against 
institu tio n 
p o licy fo r an inmate to sto p 
to talk to ano ther inmate when 
being esco rted between bu ild ­ 
ings and that McClelland was 
shaken d o wn to the skin when 
he was retu rned to the max ­ 
imu m secu rity u nit and he had 
no knife in his p o ssessio n at 
that time. 
Ano ther inmate, Curtis Ro w­ 
land, testified that Schrader 
to ld him that he and Mc­ 
Clelland were go ing to attempt 
“ to get rid o f the warden by 
ex po sing him to the news 
media.” 
He said that it was a ho ax 
and that Lt. Schrad er knew at 
the time he was “no t being 
held ho stage.” 


5 Jurors 
Viet Vets 
. . . Captain To Resign 


Ft. McPherso n, Ga. (/P) — Cap t. Ernest 
Med ina, the career o fficer who co mmand ed 
U.S. tro o p s at My Lai in 1968, was acq u itted 
Wed nesd ay o f all charges arising fro mi the 
o p eratio n. 
The jury o f fiv e o fficers, all Vietnam 
v eterans, deliberated fo r abo ut an ho ur befo re 
acquitting the captain o f murder, inv o luntary 
manslaughter and assault. 
The v erd ict was read by the ju ry p resid ent. 
Co l. William D. Pro cto r o f Atlanta, as Med ina 
sto o d at stiff attentio n befo re the ju ry with 
his lawy ers. Pro cto r p ro no u nced the v erd ict. 
Med ina, 35, a slight s m i l e o n his face, 
snap p ed a smart salu te to the ju ry , mad e 
an abo u t-face, and resu med his seat at the 
d efense table. 
Army o fficials at the Pentago n ind icated 
d iscip linary actio n still co u ld be taken against 
Med ina in the fo rm o f ad ministrativ e p u nish­ 
ment su ch as o fficial censu re o r d emo tio n in 
rank. Bu t o ne o fficer said this is u nlikely since 
Med ina intend s to resign. 
Sev eral Lo ud Gasps 
At the read ing o f the v erd ict, there were 
sev eral lo u d gasp s amo ng the sp ectato rs. 
Med ina’s attractiv e blo nd e wife, d ressed in a 
bright o range d ress, bu rst into tears and rested 
her head o n the sho u ld er o f a man sitting 
besid e her. 
Co l. Kenneth Ho ward , the military ju d ge, 
in an attemp t to resto re q u iet to the co u rtro o m, 
lo o ked to ward the sp ectato rs and said , “There 
will be no o u tbu rsts in this co u rtro o m.” 
Med ina sat witho u t ex p ressio n as Ho ward 
d ismissed the ju ry and the sp ectato rs filed 
o u t o f the cramp ed , p aneled co u rtro o m. 
When the co urtro o m was empty , Medina 
walked into an adjo ining ro o m, drank a glass 
a water, and with his wife beside him then 
mo v ed o utside into the bright sunshine to face 
newsmen. 
The cap tain said , “I am ex tremely hap p y — I 
ju st d o n’t kno w what o ther wo rd s can ex p ress 
my feelings at this p o int.” 
The trim Mex ican-American o fficer’s v o ice 
sho o k as he talked to the newsmen. He was 
asked whether he tho u ght at any time he wo u ld 
be co nv icted . 
He Takes A Deep Breath 
Taking a d eep breath, and then ex haling, 
Med ina said : 
“No , I nev er had the actu al feeling that 
I wo u ld be co nv icted . I nev er felt that. Men, 
three y ears is a lo ng time — I’m glad it 
is o v er.” 
Med ina was accu sed o f p remed itated ly 
mu rd ering a wo man by sho o ting her as she 
lay wo u nd ed in a rice p ad d y o u tsid e My Lai. 
He also was accu sed o f inv o lu ntary manslau ghter 
in the d eath o f 100 civ ilians d u ring the o p era­ 
tio n, and was charged with assau lting a Viet 
Co ng su sp ect by twice firing a rifle o v er his 
head . 
Med ina’s lawy er, F. Lee Bailey , asked if 
he ev er ex p ected co nv ictio n said : 
“ I had so me co ncern abo ut the assault 
charge, because they seemed to be hammering 
away at that o ne. But as to the o ther charges, 
no deep co ncern.” 
“There wasn’t mu ch ev id ence against Cap t. 
Med ina,” Bailey said . “In the Calley case, 
y o u co u ld n’t escap e the ev id ence—that he had 
mu rd ered child ren and , in my o p inio n, that’s 
why they go t him.” 
“ I’v e nev er go t an acq u ittal fo r a nicer 
gu y ,” grinned Bailey . 
Med ina was the fo u rth so ld ier acq u itted 
o f charges arising fro m the My Lai o p eratio n 
and was o ne o f six co u rt-martialed . Acq u itted 
earlier were Sgt. Charles Hu tto , Sgt. Dav id 
Mitchell and Cap t. Eu gene Ko to u c o f Hu mbo ld t, 
Neb. 
Only o ne so ld ier, Lt. William L. Calley 
Jr., who serv ed u nd er Med ina as a p lato o n 
lead er at My Lai, has been co nv icted o f wro ng­ 
d o ing in the o p eratio n. Calley was co nv icted 
earlier this y ear o f mu rd ering at least 22 
civ ilians and a rev iewing au tho rity recently 
cu t his life sentence to 20 y ears imp riso n­ 
ment. 


'Free Tuition' Rolls 
Increase In Lincoln

With bo th mo ral and legal 
o bligatio ns in mind , the Linco ln 
Pu blic Scho o ls are try ing to 
meet head -o n the p ro blems 
asso ciated with an increasing 
nu mber o f stu d ents seeking 
“free tu itio n” p riv ileges. 


Such priv ileges are generally 
awarded 
s t u d e n t s 
who , 
altho ugh they do no t liv e with 
their parents, are residing with 
scho o l district residents who 
hav e assumed a no rmal parent 
r e l a t i o n s h i p 
with 
the 
y o ungsters. 


Also eligible are y o u ths who 
hav e beco me “emancip ated ” 
fro m their p arents — kid s who 
hav e left ho me, are financially 
i n d e p e n d e n t and hav e 
established the Linco ln Scho o l 
District as their ho me. 


To tal Has Do ubled 
In three y ears, the nu mber o f 
stu d ents granted free scho o l 
p riv ileges 
has 
mo re 
than 
d o u bled , fro m 38 in 1968-69 to 73 
the fo llo wing y ear to 86 last 
y ear. 
So far this y ear, the scho o ls 
hav e receiv ed 58 applicatio ns, 
co mpared with 41 last y ear at 
this time. 
Fo rty -eight hav e 
been appro v ed and sev en are 
pending. 
Few ap p licants are d enied 
the p riv ilege: there was o ne 
d enial three y ears ago , fo u r the 
fo llo wing y ear, eight last y ear 
and three so far this y ear. 


Two facto rs 
Scho o l o fficials believ e there 
are two facto rs inv o lv ed in the 
increase in ap p licatio ns: 
—Greater mo bility in so ciety 
makes it easier fo r y o u ths to 
leav e 
t r o u b l e d 
ho mes 
elsewhere and “go it alo ne” o r 
mo v e in with relativ es. 
—Co ncern fo r such students 
has led to mo re diligent effo rts 
to 
identify t h e m , 
and 
y o ungsters who may hav e liv ed 
with relativ es here fo r many 
y ears are no w being required 
to co mplete applicatio ns. 
Linco ln scho o l p o licy has held 
that the q u estio n o f free scho o l 
p riv ileges is a “legal q u estio n 
related to resid ence — no t the 


desirability o f the student’s 
backgro und o r character.” 


Applicatio ns Rev iewed 
Applicatio ns fo r free scho o l 
priv ileges are based o n that 
philo so phy , and with that in 
mind they are rev iewed by a 
co mmittee including the scho o l 
bo ard’s atto rney , the superin­ 
tendent, and the business af­ 
fairs o fficer. 
The scho o l bo ard itself mu st 
act o n each req u est, and it 
u su ally accep ts the co mmittee 
reco mmend atio n. 
Applicants who are turned 
do wn generally dro p o u t o f 
scho o l o r mo v e 
elsewhere, 
since tuitio n rates are high. 
The rates range fro m $840 fo r 
elementary students to $1,0 50 
fo r high scho o l to as much as 
$4,0 0 0 
a 
y ear 
fo r 
special 
educatio n pro grams. 
“We are cau ght between a 
mo ral o bligatio n as well as a 
legal o ne,” said Eld o n Heskett, 
d irecto r o f stu d ent serv ices fo r 
the scho o ls. 


‘Fresh Start 
“In many cases the stu d ent 
co mes to u s becau se o f d if­ 
ficu lty at ho me,” Heskett said , 
and he’s lo o king fo r a “fresh 
start” o r “escap ing a bad 
situ atio n.” 
Heskett believ es if the stu­ 
dent co mes to Linco ln to liv e 
with an adult relativ e o r friend, 
the 
scho o ls’ 
co ncerns 
are 
lessened. 
Bu t o ccasio nally , he said , a 
y o u th will sho w u p say ing 
be is 
liv ing alo ne o r has mo v ed 
in 
with a 
y o u ng 
relativ e 
o r 
friend s. 
The p ro blem then, Heskett 
said , is “acco u ntability .” 
“Who d o we wo rk with if he 
has d ifficu lty with scho o l cr 
the co mmu nity ?” 


No t A Hav en 
And he said altho u gh the 
scho o ls want to av o id bu ild ing 
a rep u tatio n as a “hav en” fo r 
ru naway s, scho o l 
o fficials hav e 
generally co nclu d ed 
that “o nce 
they mo v e in, they ’re o u r kid s.” 
Tho se y o ungsters who are 
“ emancipated” are the o nes 
mo st likely to hav e pro blems, 
Heskett believ es.

U.S. 6 -34 Reloc ation Routes Oppos ed 


Holdrege UP) — About 25 per­ 
sons spoke against a consulting 
firm’s p r o p o s e d relocation 
routes for U.S. 6-34 at a State 
R o a d s Department hearing 
here.

The $105 ,000 study by the 
Bo o ker firm, autho rized by the

19 70,

two 
ro utes 
between Ho ldreg e and Cam­ 
bridg e — o ne by passing all 
co mmunities to the no rth, the 
o ther by passing all to w ns to the 
so uth. 
The costs would be some $23 
million for one route and about 
$18 million for the other. 
The Roads D e p a r t m e n t 
earlier proposed a plan costing 


about $8 million, which would 
be shorter by about five miles 
and essentially use most of frho 
present U.S. 6-34 route. 
J. R. McBride of M i n d e n, 
one of those speaking, recom­ 
mended adoption of the original 
Roads Department plan,

ford in September of 1968. 
McBride is a former member 
of the State Highway Com­ 
mission.

IN PERSPECTIVE

In an issue this week, The Christian Science Monitor carries 


a story headlined "Attica's Forgotten People." It is an account 
of the families of the prisoners of Cell Block D, 30 of whom 
were killed in the quelling of the recent insurrection. 


The Monitor article reported: "The distraught parent on 


the other end of the line was asking: 'Is my son's name 
on the list?' 


"The harried receptionist at the Fortune Society, a highly 


respected penal reform oigaiiizaiion heie% i'*r. her flsger down 
the list of names of prisoners killed in the Attica prison tragedy. 
" 'We have only a partial list,' she said. 'His name is not 


on it.' 


"Still incomplete the fifth day after the Attica tragedy was 


the full list of the 30 prisoners killed. Nor do the families 
of prisoners yet know the names of wounded prisoners. Doctors 
report that some 300 of them were shot (90 per cent, it 


, is said, in the back)."

The story goes on to tell of the information and assistance 


given the day of the shootings to the families of slain hostages. 
Attica townspeople gave food and assistance to families of 
the hostages but no aid was forthcoming to families of prisoners 
who had gathered at the prison. 


Perhaps people are tired of hearing about Attica. If so, 


it is too bad because they will hear about it for a long 
time. It will serve itself as a major point of future discussion 
and it will likely be repeated in some form or other at some 
other place before the problems it presents are solved. 


Way back in 1968 when he was a candidate for the presidency, 


Richard M. Nixon had prison reform as a major plank in 
his platform. We singled out that plank editorially and com- 


1 mended the candidate for it. 
i 
But, prison reform is no further along today than it was 


in 1968 when Nixon documented the lamentable prison conditions 


; that existed. We are people of a lot of talk but of iittle 


', action. 


* 
The same thing can be seen in countless other areas. 


Large sums are now being pumped into the cities of the 


' nation to fight the battle against unemployment. Big unemploy- 


ment centers are receiving special consideration and extra 
appropriations. 


We have had unemployment and underemployment in rural 


America, however, for the past two decades and very little 
has really been done about it. Nothing has been done to 
effect any fundamental change in the decline of rural America. 


It is one more place where we have talked a lot but 


taken no action. 


This week, Gov. J. J. Exon said he wasn't sure Americans 


are ready to face up to the sacrifices needed to save the 
U.S. from what he called an "e c o n o m i c crisis." Having just 
returned from the National Governors Conference and a series 
of meetings with federal officials, Exon commented: "Unless 
we start playing as an unselfish team, the ball game, for 
all practical purposes, is over." 


* 
One could take the governor's words and run with them 


in just about any direction he chooses. Because of our lack 
of detailed knowledge of just what the governor meant, it 
would be unfair to credit to him anything very specific. 


Regardless of what he meant or intended, his words could 


conceivably involve more of what we have already talked about 


, here. The American people, sooner Or later, are going to have 


to make some basic decisions about the extent of sacrifices 
they are willing to make. 


The American way of life is being seriously threatened 


from many sides. We do not anticipate that it will ever be 
destroyed but it could be put through a wringer that would 
drain it of its vitality and humanity. 


Everyone's idea of sacrifice is not the same but we have 


no question at all that such sacrifice will have to include 
a willingness to work together through government toward the 
elimination of injustice. Far more is demanded of the American 
people than a commitment in words to high moral standards. 


We need to start being doers of the word, not sayers.

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Alternative To The Draft? 


The Senate has passed the bill extending 


the military draft until June 30, 1973, and 
now the bill goes to President Nixon who. 
according to anti-draft Sen. Mike Gravel of 
Alaska, will turn millions of young voters 
against him in the 1972 presidential campaign. 


"Richard Nixon may have won a pyrrhic 


victory" in his support of draft extension. 
Gravel said. "He could have won a victory 
and lost his second term." 


If he loses on the draft issue alone, which 


is doubtful, at least he will go down to defeat 
a practical man: practical, as are members 
of the House and Senate who voted to renew 
military conscription. Because at this point 
in time there is no alternative to the draft 
which can keep America near the level of 
strength at which she needs to be. 


It is a matter of numbers. Whereas draft 


calls might be lower than before, there will 
still be a need for young men to be inducted 
into the Army. One indication of how unat- 
tractive the volunteer concept is. is the Pen- 
tagon's assessment of the immediate future 
for the Army National Guard. 


The guard, defense officials say, has been 


given a more important role in the nation's 
war plans than ever before since the Regular 
Army is being slashed to its smallest size 
in more than ten years — and the guard 
faces a potential loss of about 100,000 men 
before next summer as draft-induced volun- 
teers finish their obligated service. 


The guard's reservoir of manpower has 


been filled, to a great extent, by those young 
men \vho would rather enlist in the guard 
than face conscription into the Army. Even 
though the draft is to be extended, calls 


will bel owar and the Pentagon fears that that 
factor will n o t be sufficiently offset by 
enlistments of men with p r i o r military 
service and new recruits. And if young men 
will not flock to the guard as an alternative 
to the draft, would they volunteer for the 
Regular Army if there were no draft at all9 


We believe that an all-volunteer Army 


could not be a reality today. It could become 
a viable concept by mid-1973 if pay (such 
as was provided in the draft extension bill 
just passed), career opportunities and the 
overall quality of service life are improved. 


Learning Ability Improved 


Sen. Edmund Muskic tends to be equivocal 


on some issues, but \\c choose to interpret 
his remarks m Tennessee tha other day as 
coming out in favor of busing as a useful 
tool to desegregate schools and to improve 
educational opportunities for all children. 


Muskie, who had gotten in trouble recently 


in Los Angeles \shen he said he doubted 
that a 
political ticket including a black 


vice presidential nominee could be elected 
next year, did not, as other candidates and 
office holders have, say that he opposed busing 
in principle, but said rather that breaking 
down racial inequality is going to require 
means that aren't always comfortable. 


Busing isn't acceptable to a majority of 


Americans It isn't a "comfortable" solution 
in removing racial barriers. But it is an 
uncomfortable means to a decent end and 
can be justified if the quality of education 
for a substantial number of children is im- 
proved 


A study in Sacramento, California, un- 


dertaken last year when integration of the 
schools was a fact, showed that black and 
Mexican-American 
elementary s t u d e n t s 


learned reading and arithmetic better when 
bused from predominantly minority schools 
to more integrated schools. A report to the 
Sacramento school hoard said the results are 
among the first in the nation showing positive 
learning results due to school integration. 
Integration which in this case was achieved 
mostly through busing. 


"I don't know if we can pinpoint the 


reason for improvement other than to say 
the primary variable here is integration," 
said a Sacramento school official. 


The emotion-laden arguments of busing 


foes are impervious to t h e meaning behind 
such showings as this. But if the improved 
learning ability of students can be consistently 
demonstrated, it will at least prove that those 
who conceived of busing as a legitimate, if 
uncomfortable means 
to a legitimate end 


knew what they were talking about.

1 m Secref War Powers, Facilities Over 
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WASHINGTON — A former 


insider has charged that the 
Central Intelligency Agency 
has provided the President with 
the military wherewithal to 
wage his own private wars 
around the world and is geared 
to fight still new clandestine 
wars. 


In a confidential memo

D.-N.Y.. ex-CIA official Victor 
Marchetti makes these allega- 
tions: 


The White House has used 


"vague phraseology" in the law 
to build up a vast military 
arsenal and paramilitary force. 
Past presidents have ordered 
the CIA to wage secret wars in 
Asia, Africa and Latin America 
without the- traditional con- 
stitutional safeguards and con- 
gressional oversight. 


The CIA "has brought and 


sold air transport companies 
all over the w o r 1 d" from the 
Congo to Nepal, so the Presi- 
dent could irount paramilitary 
operations almost 
anywhere. 


Marchetti 
claims 
one 
such 


company, Air America, "has 
grown so large, owning more 
aircraft than most major U.S. 
airlines, that it was a source of 
embarrassment 
within 
the 


agency. A senior officer had to 
be assigned the full-time job of 
keeping an eye on George Dole 
(the founder) in the hope of 
cooling his fantastic business 
•aiccess in the Far East." 


Southern Air Transport, a 


Miami-based 
firm, is a l s o 


fingered by Marchetti as a CIA 
subsidiary. "The sole purpose 
for the existence of SAT," lie 
asserts, ''is that the CIA be 
ready for the contingency that 
some day it \\ill have to ferry 
men and material to some 
Latin 
American country to 


wage a clandestine war " 


Marchetti 
also 
identifies 


Rocky Mountain Air of Phoenix 
as "one of the more colorful 
companies owned by the CIA. 
This 
outfit 
specializes," he 


says, 
"in 
training 
a n d 


airlifiting p a r a c h u t i s t s , 
ostensibly 
for 
fire-fighting 


purposes." But he then points 
out that the CIA has no need of

acknowledged that Marchetti 
formerly held a position of 
trust at CIA headquarters. He

Dancer," based on his CIA ex- 
periences. But he abandoned 
fiction recently 
to write a 


detailed background memo for 
Congressman Badillo, who has 
introduced l e g i s l a t i o n to 
restrict the CIA to intelligence 
gathering 
and 
to prohibit 


clandestine wars. 


The Marchetti memo cites 


the CIA's operations in Laos as 
the most notorious example of 
clandestine 
warfare.

before the public had any ink- 
ling of it, the CIA was running a 
large-scale war. 


D e c l a r e s 
Marchetti: 


"Airports and huge 
supply 


bases were secretly established 
up-country, close to the action. 
Arms 
and

the CIA's warehouses in the 
Far East and the U.S. 


"Guerrilla 
chieftains were 


recruited to lead the Meos, who 
would actually fight the war for 
the CIA. The government of 
Laos was placated and finessed 
into turning things over to the 
CIA operators who would con- 
duct the conflict. 


"The chief of station - the 


CIA's top post in the field — 
during the crucial mid-60s, was

ment had been Berlin, where 
he announced to the CIA c o n- 
tingent there upon his arrival 
that he intended 'to tear down 
that blankcty-blank wall.'

In an issu e this week, The Christian Science Monitor carries 
a story head lined “ A ttica’s Forgotten Peop le.” It is an accou nt 
of the families of the p risoners of Cell Block D, 30 of whom 
w ere killed in the q u elling of the recent insu rrection. 
The Monitor article rep orted : “ The d istrau ght p arent on 
the other end of the line was 
asking: ‘Is m y son’s nam e 
on the list?’ 
“ The harried recep tionist at the Fortu ne Society , a highly 
resp ected p enal reform organization here, ran her finger d own 
the list of nam es of p risoners killed in the Attica p rison traged y . 
“ ‘We hav e only a p artial 
list,’ she said . ‘His nam e is not 
on it.’ 
“ Still 
incom p lete the fifth d ay 
after the Attica traged y was 
the fu ll list of the 30 p risoners 
killed . Nor d o the fam ilies 
of p risoners y et know the nam es of wou nd ed p risoners. Doctors 
rep ort that some 300 of them were shot (9 0 p er cent, 
is said , in the back).’’ 
it 


The story goes on to tell of the inform ation and assistance 
giv en the d ay of the shootings to the fam ilies of slain hostages. 
Attica townsp eop le gav e food and assistance to fam ilies of 
the hostages bu t no aid was forthcoming to fam ilies of p risoners 
who had gathered at the p rison. 
P erhap s p eop le are tired of hearing abou t Attica. If so, 
it is too bad becau se they will hear abou t it for a long 
tim e. It will serv e itself as a m ajor p oint of fu tu re d iscu ssion 
and it will likely be rep eated in some form or other at some 
other p lace before the p roblems it p resents are solv ed . 
Way back in 19 6 8 when he was a cand id ate for the p resid ency , 
R ichard M. Nix on had p rison reform as a m ajor p lank in 
his p latform . We singled ou t that p lank ed itorially and com ­ 
m end ed the cand id ate for it. 
Bu t, p rison reform is no fu rther along tod ay than it was 
in 19 6 8 when Nix on d ocu mented the lam entable p rison cond itions 
that ex isted . We are 
p eop le of a lot of talk 
bu t of little 
action. 
★ 
The sam e thing can be seen in cou ntless 
other areas. 
L arge su m s are 
now 
being p u mp ed into the 
cities of the 
nation to fight the battle against u nem p loy ment. Big u nem p loy ­ 
m ent centers are receiv ing sp ecial consid eration and ex tra 
ap p rop riations. 
We hav e had u nem p loy m ent and u nd erem p loy m ent in ru ral 
A m erica, howev er, for the p ast two d ecad es and v ery little 
has really been 
d one abou t it. Nothing has 
been d one to 
effect any fu nd am ental change in the d ecline of ru ral America. 
It is one m ore p lace where we hav e talked a lot bu t 
taken no action. 
This week. Gov . J. J. Ex on said he w asn’t su re Am ericans 
are read y to face u p to the sacrifices need ed to sav e the 
U.S. from what he called an “ e c o n o m i c crisis.” Hav ing ju st 
retu rned from the National Gov ernors Conference and a series 
of m eetings with fed eral officials, Ex on com m ented : “ Unless 
we sta rt p lay ing as an u nselfish team , the ball gam e, for 
all p ractical p u rp oses, is ov er.” 
★ 
One cou ld take the gov ernor’s word s and ru n with them 
in ju st abou t any d irection he chooses. Becau se of ou r lack 
of d etailed knowled ge of ju st what the gov ernor m eant, it 
wou ld be u nfair to cred it to him any thing v ery sp ecific. 
R egard less of what he m eant or intend ed , his word s cou ld 
conceiv ably inv olv e m ore of what we hav e alread y talked abou t 
, here. The Am erican p eop le, sooner or later, are going to hav e 
to m ake some basic d ecisions abou t the ex tent of sacrifices 
they are willing to m ake. 
The Am erican way of life is being seriou sly threatened 
from m any sid es. We d o not anticip ate that it will ev er be 
d estroy ed bu t it cou ld be p u t throu gh a w ringer that wou ld 
d rain it of its v itality and hu manity . 
Ev ery one’s id ea of sacrifice is not the sam e bu t we hav e 
no q u estion at all that su ch sacrifice will hav e to inclu d e 
a willingness to work together throu gh gov ernm ent toward the 
elim ination of inju stice. F ar more is d em and ed of the Am erican 
p eop le than a com m itm ent in word s to high m oral stand ard s. 
We need to start being d oers of the word , not say ers.

It is a m atter of nu m bers. W hereas d raft 
calls m ight be lower than before, there will 
still be a need for y ou ng m en to be ind u cted 
into the Army . One ind ication of how u nat­ 
tractiv e the v olu nteer concep t is, is the P en­ 
tagon’s assessm ent of the im m ed iate fu tu re 
for the Army National Gu ard . 
The gu ard , d efense officials say , has been 


giv en a m ore im p ortant role in the nation's 


w ar p lans than ev er before since the R egu lar 
Arm y is being slashed to its sm allest size 
in m ore than ten y ears — and the gu ard 
faces a p otential loss of abou t 100,000 m en 
before nex t su m m er as d raft-ind u ced v olu n­ 
teers finish their obligated serv ice. 


The gu ard ’s reserv oir of m anp ower has 
been filled , to a great ex tent, by those y ou ng 
men who wou ld ra the r enlist in the gu ard 
than face conscrip tion into the Army . Ev en 
thou gh the d raft is to be ex tend ed , calls 
will bel ower and the Pentagon fears that that 
factor will 
n o t 
be 
su fficiently offset 
by 
enlistm ents of men 
with 
p r i o r m ilitary 
serv ice and new recru its. And if y ou ng m en 
will not flock to the gu ard as an alternativ e 
to the d raft, wou ld they v olu nteer for the 
R egu lar Arm y if there were no d raft at all? 


We believ e that an all-v olu nteer Arm y 
cou ld not be a reality tod ay . It cou ld become 
a v iable concep t by mid -19 7 3 if p ay (su ch 
as was p rov id ed * in the d raft ex tension bill 
ju st p assed ), career op p ortu nities and 
ov erall q u ality of serv ice life are imp rov ed

U.S. 2-China Plan Gains 
After Japan Says Yes 


United Nations (UPI) — A 


U.S. 
drive gained strength 


Wednesday to save a seat in 
the United Nations for Na- 
tionalist China while at the 
same time offering one to 
Peking The Nationalists won 
what they considered to be 
preliminary victory of their 
own in the world "body. 


Following Japan's decision to 


co-sponsor the move, the U S 
delegation formally submitted 
companion resolutions for the 
U.N. general debate on China 
with more co-sponsors than 
expected. 


One of the resolutions would 


give a seat to Communist China 
in both the Assembly and the 
Security Council and had 17 co- 
sponsors. Another would seek 
to retain a seat by the Na- 
tionalists by requiring a hard- 
to-get two-thirds vote for their 
expulsion, and it had 19 co- 
sponsors. 


In the Assembly's 25-nation 


Steering Committee a US 
proposal to merge opposing 
items on the China representa- 
tion issue came up with unex- 
pected speed. Albania and 20 
other countries inscribed an

university still could not house 
more s t u d e n t s 
in the 


dormitories. 


The construction of p r i- 


vate housing especially f o r 
university students probably 
could not provide students 
with lower rents than that the 
university currently charges 
since developers would have 


to pay taxes and clear a pro- 
fit in addition, Allen said. 


Pastor Jerry Dunm of the 


People's City Mission told the 
committee his organization is 
in the process of negotiating 
with the state to lease some 
property at 84th and Adams to 
be used for emergency hous- 
ing situations.

They said the guerrillas were 


active in their areas and that 
the army carried out massive 


reprisals against civilians after 
every guerrilla raid. 


Nira Pada Saha, a jute 


trader in Faridpur district told 
of a reprisal against a village 
near his that had sheltered and 
fed the guerrillas. Just before 
he fled five days ago, he 
related, the army struck the 
village, first shelling it and 
then burning the huts. 


"Some of the villagers didn't 


run away fast enough," he 


said. "The soldiers caught 
them, tied their hands and feet 
and threw them into the 
flames." 


Not A Hut Left 


There were about 5,000 peo- 


ple in the village, most of 
them H:ndus. Saha said, and 
not a hut is left. 


According to the refugees, 


the army leaves much of the 
"dirty work" to its civilian 
collaborators — the Razakars, 


or home guards — it has armed 
the supporters of right-wing 
religious political parties such 
as the Moslem league and 
Jamaat-Mslam, which have 
usually backed the military 
regime. 


The collaborators act as in- 


telligence agents and enforcers 
for the army, the Refugees say, 
by pointing out homes and vil- 
lages and people who have 
helped the guerrillas. Often, 


the refugees added, the collab- 
orators make arrests at ran- 
dom and for no reason. 


"The Razakars and the oth- 


ers come into a village and 
pick just any house," said 
Dipak Kumar Biswas, a radio 
repairman from Barisal dis- 
trict. When they arrest what- 
ever able-bodied young man is 
in that house and hand him 
over to the army. We don't 
knew wba 
1. the army does to 


them. They never come back." 


Makhan Lai Talukdar, a rice 


farmer, said he fled a few days 
ago after some R a z a k a r s 
swooped down on the crowd 
gathered at the weekly bazaar 
and opened fire. Six people 
were killed, he said, and many 
wounded.

isolate the protesters in a 
hallway at the bottom of the 
first-f'oor 
stairs.

the melee. 


Ted Means, an Oglala Sioux 


and brother of the man leading 
the demonstration, was thrown 
off the stairs by police as he 
attempted to go up toward the 
office of John 0. Crow, deputy 
commissioner of BIA. 


When he landed in the lobby 


with three or four building 
guards on top of him, several 
Indians lunged at the police 
and the fight was on. 


The screaming, 
shouting, 


kicking and cursing continued 
for the next 15 minutes, with 
BIA employees sympathetic to 
the demonstrators caught in 
the crush of shoving bodies. 


26 Indians Arrested 


Twenty-six Indians, mostly 


from the American Indian 
Movement (AIM) and the Na- 


tional Indian Youth Council, 
were arrested and charged by 
the Interior Department with 
illegal entry. But BIA Com- 
missioner Louis R. Bruce asked 
Interior Secretary Rogers C. B. 
Morton to drop the charges. 


It was the second protest 


against Crow in two days. 


Tuesday, Navajo T r i b a l 


Chairman Peter MacDonald 
told a news conference that 
Crow is a tool of the anti-Indian 
elements within the department 
and is cutting short reforms 
Bruce had initiated. Most of the 
reforms — such as giving In- 
dians more protection from in- 
vasions of their land, water and 
mineral resources; contracting 
out some BIA functions to the 
tribes and downgrading the 
powers of the BIA s u p e r - 
intendents to give Indians 
themselves more say-so — 
were endorsed by President 
Nixon himself in a speech a 
year ago.

position here. 


The art professor held the 


post part-time last year, but 
was promoted to full-time om- 
budsman late this 
summer 


when UNO Arts and Sciences 
Dean John V. Blackwell was 
appointed interim chancellor. 


Majeski also carries the title 


of director of special services 
and is responsible for im- 
plementation of recommenda- 
tion of the regents commission 
which studied the future of 
UNO. 


The latter, -he told student 


senators, was assumed as a 
compromise by him in order to 
win acceptance of his proposal 
to permit creation of a full-time 
ombudsman post. 


The campus "people's ad- 


vocate'' said during the first 
semester last year he handled 
71 cases and 
"many 
other 


minor things." 


Twelve of the 71 were faculty 


members, six staff members 
and one a parent, he said. The 
remainder were students.

Scientists Say 
Space Life 
May Exist 


Washington (UPI) — A con- 


ference of prominent U S and 
Soviet scientists has cautiously 
concluded that life in o u t e r 
space may exist and that it 
would be beneficial to mount an 
international 
effort 
to 
find 


out. 


Dr. Carl Sagan, one of the 


American organizers of the 
conference, outlined Wednes- 
day at the National Academy of 
Sciences the r e s u 11 s of the 
meeting held in the Soviet 
Union earlier this month. 


"None of us believe there is 


definitely any extraterrestrial 
civilization," he said, "but 
many feel there is not enough 
data to make 
a 
reliable 


estimate." 


Sagan, who works at the 


Center for Radio Physics and 
Space Research at 
Cornell 


University, stressed that it 
would be important for scien- 
tists to "listen" in a serious 
and coordinated manner for 
signals from outer space which 
might be emitted by intelligent 
beings should they exist. 


He said the Soviet Union has 


begun a modest program of 
such monitoring but that in the 
United States there is no pro- 
gram. 


A seven-page communique 


issued after the S o v i e t - 
American conference said the 
participating scientists differed 
on many aspects of the ques- 
t-on but felt that "the promise 
^ if contact with such extrater- 
restrial civilizations is suffi- 
ciently high to justify initiating 
a variety of well-formulated 
search programs." 


Sagan said there was a 


possibility that a d v a n c e d 
civilizations in outer space 
might be sending out pur- 
poseful sipals in an effort to 
communicate with other in- 
telligent beings. 


The scientists added that 


"useful searches can be in- 
itiated at a very modest scale."

news conference that some op- 
timistic estimates were that 
intelligent life may exist on 
planets surrounding stars a few 
hundred light years, away. A 
light year is equal to six trillion 
miles.

field. Horatio Alger success — 
in sport or elsewhere — comes 
only to those who already ere 
mentally fit, resilient 
and 


strong." 


These athletes, the authors 


r e p o r t , h a v e s t r o n g 
p e r s o n a l i t i e s , a r e well- 
organized and self-disciplined, 
and were in the first place.

"More than participants in any 
other sport, drivers are tough- 
minded, hard-headed realists.

Government 
Wedding On East Coast 


BY CYNTHIA JOHNSON 


If, in writing his recently-published novel, 


"On Instructions Of My Government," former 
presidential aide, Pierre Salinger, believed he 
was about to spring something new on his 
readers—i.e., the revelation that far-reaching 
political decisions are frequently motivated 
by self-interest on the part of policy-makers 
— he grossly underestimated his audience. 
Few people are naive enough to believe that 
politicians are blameless sorts, always acting 
out of concern for the ''national interest" 
Chicanery m high places may be winked at, 
but it is not unperceived. 


In light of this, Salinger's fictitious ''ex- 


pose" is little more than a 400-page statement 
of the obvious. 


The story, which takes place in the mid- 


1970's, concerns an incumbent president whose 
popularity, according to the omniscient and 
omnipresent pollsters, has slipped to an all- 
time low The president's primary woes are 
economic; and faced with a multi-billion dollar 
deficit, he is forced to reach his spending 
priorities in hopes of remedying the situation 
and elevating his status with the voters. In 
this case, foreign aid gets the axe. 


One of the first countries to feel the 


effects of this cut-back is the Latin American 
"republic" of Santa Clara. The United States 
has been sending aid to the military junta 
in Santa Clara in hopes of foiling the revolu- 
tionary ambitions of the Communist guerrilla 
leader, Francisco Jiminez. However, the Santa 
Claran government has committed the un- 
pardonable sin of trading -with Communist 
China: and, outraged Americans clamor for 
the termination of aid to the ungrateful coun- 
try. With his eye towards expediency and 
potential votes, the president obliges. 


Complications set in immediately. Our 


man on the scene, the ambassador to Santa 
Clara, fulminates against the cut-b a c k m 
aid, pointing out to the president t h a t the 
regime in power will, without our support, 
fall to Jiminez. To further exacerbate the 
situation. Jiminez is in even closer league with 
the 
Communist Chinese, whose 
nuclear 


capabilities will be greatly enhanced if they 
can gain a foot-hold and establish missile 
bases in Santa Clara. 


During the civil war that ensues, the 


American ambassador repeatedly warns the 
president that our failure to aid the established 


government will ultimately endanger our na- 
tional security. But the president sees only 
the polls 
and since the American people 


are unaware of the threat posed by Jiminez, 
he puts off the necessary decision to act 
until it is almost too late. Fortunately, the 
Chinese back down, calm is restored, a n d 
presumably the president is re-elected. 


"On instructions Of My Government" is 


a tale on the one hand of interest peddling 
at the top of the governmental hierarchy, 
and, on the other, an indictment of presidential 
appointees who continue to support in silence, 
policies 
with 
which they dp not 
agree. 


Granted, such a situation is deplorable; 
however, on the heels of recent dismissals 
(most notably the Hickel case), truisms such 
as the author's observation that presidential 
appointees ". . . \vere bound by an inviolable 
code: "Don't rock the boat' ..." s e e m s 
somewhat inane.

If. in writing his recently-published novel, 
“ On Instructions Of My Government.“ former 
presidential aide, Pierre Salinger, believed he 
was about to spring something new on his 
readers—i.e., the revelation that far-reaching 
political decisions are frequently motivated 
by self-interest on the part of policy-makers 
— he grossly underestimated his audience. 
Few people are naive enough to believe that 
politicians are blameless sorts, always acting 
out of concern for the “ national interest.” 
Chicanery in high places may be winked at, 
but it is not unperceived. 
In light of this, Salinger’s fictitious “ ex­ 
pose” is little more than a 400-page statement 
of the obvious. 
The story, which takes place in the mid- 
1970’s, concerns an incumbent president whose 
popularity, according to the omniscient and 
omnipresent pollsters, has slipped to an all- 
time low. The president’s primary woes are 
economic; and faced with a multi-billion dollar 
deficit, he is forced to reach his spending 
priorities in hopes of remedying the situation 
and elevating his status with the voters. In 
this case, foreign aid gets the axe. 
One of the first countries to feel the 
effects of this cut-back is the Latin American 
“ republic” of Santa Clara. The United States 
has been sending aid to the military junta 
in Santa Clara in hopes of foiling the revolu­ 
tionary ambitions of the Communist guerrilla 
leader, Francisco Jiminez. However, the Santa 
Claran government has committed the un­ 
pardonable sin of trading with Communist 
China; and. outraged Americans clamor for 
the termination of aid to the ungrateful coun­ 
try. With his eye towards expediency and 
potential votes, the president obliges. 
Complications set in immediately. Our 
man on the scene, the ambassador to Santa 
Clara, fulminates against the cut-b a c k in 
aid, pointing out to the president t h a t the 
regime in power will, without our support, 
fall to Jiminez. To further exacerbate the 
situation. Jiminez is in even closer league with 
the 
Communist 
Chinese, 
whose 
nuclear 
capabilities will be greatly enhanced if they 
can gain a foot-hold and establish missile 
bases in Santa Clara. 
During the civil war that ensues, the 
American ambassador repeatedly warns the 
president that our failure to aid the established 


government will ultimately endanger our na­ 
tional security. But the president sees on y 
the polls, and since the American people 
are unaware of the threat posed by Jiminez, 
he puts off the necessary decision to act 
until it is almost too late. Fortunately, the 
Chinese back down, calm is restored, an d 
presumably the president is re-elected.

Gibson: KSU's Jackson To Break Long Run 


. . . TOP RUNNER ALMOST DIDN'T CHOOSE KANSAS STATE 


Remember Bold Accent? 


Madison — Bold Accent may not be cognizant of pari- 


mutuel betting, but the public and Nebraska track managers 
are aware of Bold Accent. 


The sprint standout of the Paid K e m 1 i n g stable made 


one appearance at the State Fairgrounds this summer — 
the opening day Inaugural Purse. But that one appearance 
cost the State Fairgrounds track more than $3,000 as the 
heavy show betting on Bold Accent created a minus pool 
—where the track is obligated t o r e t u r n a minimum payoff 
of $2.20 for each $2 bet although the track loses money. 


Last Friday, racing secretary Dean Williams and Madison 


Downs general manager Morris Moyer abandoned show betting 
as another sprint standout — Max Freed's Spanish Key — 
was scheduled to compete in a five-horse field. 


"We did it because of the possibility of a minus pool," 


Williams says, "We remembered what happened when Bold 
Accent ran in Lincoln and I suggested it (no show betting) 
to Mr. Moyer who made the final decision." 


In that Lincoln race, with most racegoers viewing Bold 


Accent as a "cinch" to finish in one of the money positions, 
more money was wagered in the show pool than in the 
win slot - $16,755-6,822. And of that show money, $13,624 
was on Bold Accent creating a deficit for the Fairgrounds 
track. 


like Extra Purse' 


Williams, who has been the Daily Racing Form's Nebraska 


correspondent for the last 21 years, said it was the first instance 
of win and place betting in the Cornhusker state. 


"Sure, the Bold Accent race had a lot to do with that 


decision," he adds, "To lose $3,000 or so on a m i n u s pool 
is just like paying an extra $3,500 in purses and few tracks 
can afford that sort of loss." 


As expected, Spanish Key scooted to a three-length verdict 


and there was no minus pool. The eight-year-old mare returned 
paltry mutuels of $3.00 and $2.20. 


"There's always a greater chance of having a minus 


pool when you don't have that many horses to bet on," 
Williams explains, "But sometimes you can't avoid a short 
field — the horsemen like to run the better horses and 
if they can't run them here they're going to go someplace 
else." 


Although Spanish Key had been inactive in Nebraska 


since the spring m e e t i n g of Grand Island's Fonner Park, 
Madison horseplayers remembered her feats in the Third. 
City. She won three of five starts and equalled the Fonner six- 
furlong standard of 1:11 3-5. 


But what should happen the very next day at Madison 


Downs? 


Saturday's eighth race — an allowance s c a m p e r over 


seven furlongs was scheduled to go with six horses. Then, 
E. Sunberg and R. E. Lee decided to scratch Jr's Deck 
and go \vith Grejay for the $1,000 purse which left five 
horses in 


'Just Four Horses' 


Before the race, the track veterinarian discovered that 


Soda Biscuit had a puffy ankle and declared the horse unfit 
for the race — leaving just four contestants. 


So the only alternative for track officials was to eliminate 


show wagering for the four-horse field. 


Another factor is that just 400 horses are stabled at 


Madison while about 1,200 were at Ak-Sar-Ben. That gives 
Williams considerably less stock which has created several 
short fields at the state's smallest plant. 


"We don't have a race like this (no show betting) for 


all the years I've been here and then we have two in 
two days," Williams says. 


Will this be the end of show betting in future short fields? 
"Not necessarily," Williams explains, "It all deppends 


on the situation and what good business demands."

°UJackson finally decided to enroll at Kansas State after 
he saw the campus and the surroundings and because

thought I had a better shot at playing here, too. I saw 
what kind of team Kansas State had and how many people 
they were losing."

The 19-year-old speedster with tremendous lateral movement 


says he hasn't set any goals for himself but that "I just 
want to play football. I like competition for a position, and 
I've got it from Bill Butler. I think I perform better with 
competition." 


Jackson was a defensive back his sophomore year in 


high school. He became a sensation as a runner. As a junior, 
Jackson scored 22 touchdowns and rushed for more than 2,000 
yards and was featured in a national television special entitled, 
"See Isaac Run." 


Jackson was hurt much of his senior year in high school. 
As a Kansas State freshman, Jackson carried the ball 


105 times for 583 yards or an average of 5.6 yards per 
carry and scored six touchdowns in four games. He rushed 
for 228 yards on 39 rushes against Missouri. 


"I'm not really big enough to run over anybody," Jackson 


asserts, "but I hope I can run around them. I like to catch 
passes,'too. I like to catch them on the run."

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EPA Ordered To Consider 
Placing Early Ban On DDT 


Washington UP> - The U.S. 


Court of Appeals Wednesday 
ordered 
the 
Environmental 


Protection Agency to consider 
placing an early ban on all uses 
of the pesticide 
DDT. 


The order, in response to a 


suit by a citizens' group called 
Environmental Defense Fund, 
directed EPA to reconsider its 
decision of last March not to 
suspend all uses of DDT while 
the agency conducts a lengthy 
procedure for cancelling DDT 
federal registration. 


Whatever the outcome of the 


EPA study, the court directed 
the agency 
to submit its 


reasons by Nov. 1 of this year, 
in effect giving EPA until then 
to makeup its mind. 


A 
spokesman 
for t h e 


Environmental Defense Fund 
told a newsman the court ap- 
parently was impressed by a 
statement tucked away the 
report of scientific advisory 
panel indicating that DDT 
might 
pose an 
"imminent 


hazard'' to human welfare. 


"Imminent hazard" is a legal 


standard for determining the 
need for suspension of the pro- 
duct, which takes it off the 
market immediately. 


Instead of that, EPA decided 


last March to start a cancella- 
tion proceeding which might 
eventually ban DDT but which 
permits its continued use for 
many purposes in the mean- 
time.

The scientific p a n e l report, 


prepared for EPA as part of 
the cancellation review, was 
made public by EOF Mon- 
day. 


The panel's report recom- 


mended that use of DDT be 
reduced "at the accelerated 
rate of the past few years with 
the goal of virtual elimination 
of any significant additions to 
the environment." 


The report said present DDT 


use "does not present an im- 
minent hazard to human nealth 
in terms of individual bodily 
functions and safety." 


But it also pointed out that 


the EPA said in March that 
"significant injury or potential 
injury to plants or animals 
alone could justify a finding of 
imminent hazard to the public" 
— the legal phrase which would 
justify suspension. 


On that aspect, the scientists' 


report said that "DDT and its 
derivatives are serious en- 
vironmental pollutants a n d 
present a substantial threat to 
the quality of the human en- 
vironment through widespread 
damage to some nontarget 
organisms.

100 veterans at the University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln have in- 
augurated a Student Veteran 
Loan Fund in the University 
Foundation, in an effort to 
assist returning veterans who 
face financial difficulties in at- 
tending the university. 


The 100 students comprise 


tiie current membership of the 
Student Veterans Organization 
(SVO) 
of the University of 


Nebraska-Lincoln. 


According to Ken Brauer of 


Seward, student president of 
SVO, 
any veteran enrolled at 


NU with an h o n o r a b l e 
discharge who has served on 
continuous active duty for more 
than six months is eligible for 
the loan. 


The fund is still in its early 


stages, and sufficient assets 
have not as yet been ac- 
c u m u l a t e d 
to 
support 


many loans However, when it 
becomes 
fully 
operational, 


veterans will be allowed to 


borrow up to a maximum of 
$300, which must be repaid 
within a 12-month period. No 
co-signors are required. 


Brauer said the fund is only 
one of the projects of the SVO.
